2. CSen. DRAOUH. USSR ro^osontative in Franco* ondoiabtedly 
is identical with Soviet Gen. 0RAC1OUH . re|M>rted as representative 
ol the Soviet lorce* in Paris and as Chief, Soviet Military Mission 

in Paris, e. 1944-194S* Reporte^y he was an important HKVD 
personality and was in contact with Hicolas KAGAN, French hanker/ 
financier ol Russian birth, reporte^y re distrihtdiws of secret 
funds. Reportsdly c. January I94S a sate dt eeademporary art 
picturea, for the benefit of Soviet prisoners of wars and deportees, 
was held in France under the spmisorship of French Qen. Koenig 
and Soviet Gen. DRAGOUN, in which KAGAN was also involved 
(possibly as a spcmsor ? ). At the time his photograph appearod in 
Paris newspapers wi^ Gen. 0RAGOUN and Pablo PICASSO.
